Headed for Senate Vote

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate's decision to end the civ­ 
il rights filibuster may break 
open the legislative dam hold­ 
ing back a flood of major ad­ 
ministration measures. 


The action Wednesday cer­ 
tainly brightened the outlook for 
final adjournment of Congress 
wen before the November presi­ 
dential and congressional elec­ 
tions. 


House Speaker John W. Mc­ 
Cormack, D-Mass., said pros­ 
pects are good for adjournment 
by Aug. 22, the Saturday pre­ 
ceding the opening of the Dem­ 
ocratic National Convention in 
Atlantic City. 


He added, however, that it 
might be necessary for Con­ 
gress to return for a brief wind­ 
up between the end of the con­ 
vention and Labor Day. 


Should the Senate finish with 
the civil rights bill by the end 
of next week, House leaders 
hope to speed it to President 
Johnson before the recess pre­ 
ceding the start of the Republi­ 
can National Convention in San 
Francisco on July 13. This time­ 
table could trim several days 
off the pre-convention recess 
scheduled to start July 3 and 
end July 20. 


Hie civil rights bill passed the 
House early this year, but Sen­ 
ate amendments must be acted 
on by the House. 


Top priority will be given to 
12 annual appropriation bills 
once the civil rights measure 
clears the Senate. These bills 
provide operating funds for the 
federal government for the fis­ 
cal year starting July 1. 


Ten of them already have 
been passed by the House and 
another is slated for passage 
next week. A filibuster has pre­ 
vented action on any of them in 
the Senate. Still, the Senate has 
been known to act in a hurry 
on money bills. 


Many of the president’s ma­ 
jor proposals are in favorable 
position to be acted on quickly 
after the civil rights b a t t l e 
ends.

Year's Traffic 
Death Cost 
390 Million 


DENVER (UPI)— The Colo­ 
rado Highway Department said 
today the state’s 507 traffic 
deaths in 1963 cost $90 million 
in property damage, insurance 
costs, medical expense and lost 
wages. 


The department’s 
planning 
and research division said ad­ 
ditional costs were incurred by 
the 20,540 injured by automo­ 
bile accidents in the state last 
year. 


The report said the total 
number of traffic accidents— 
reported and unreported—was 
75,000 in the state last year. 


Ninety per'cent of fatal acci­ 
dents occurred on older, con­ 
ventional roads and streets, the 
report said. 


Seat belts were being used by 
only 2 per cent of the occu­ 
pants of vehicles involved in fa­ 
tal accidents. But one out of 
two of the people using seat 
belts in even these accidents 
survived, the report said. 


After a short summation by 
defense attorney Eugene O. 
Bird, Judge Allan Asher found 
the defendant innocent, saying 
meter maid Margaret Parker 
may have been mistaken in is­ 
suing the ticket. 


In other traffic cases heard 
Wednesday, Francis Flinn, 52, 
of 1420 N. Chestnut St., was 
fined $25 after the judge found 
her guilty of careless driving. 


Michael Hegy, 18, of 321 S. 8th 
St., pleaded guilty to charges of 
careless driving and speeding 
and was fined $15 on each 
count.
